Pico vs. Cohn. 


Judge Howard, in his opinion de-

same time being the confidential friend 
and agent of Pico: that the inadequacy 
of the price was such as to indicate 
fraud, and decision was accordingly 
rendéred for the plaintiff.

San Francisco, Dec. 4.—Larger and 
more excited crowds gathered to-day about 
the stock boards than at any previous time 
during the present stock deal, The San 
Francisco Board held only one session, but 
the Pacific Board held two. At the San 
Francisco Board the attendance was larger 
than yesterday. Persons who were known 
to have suffered by the failures yesterday 
and earlier in the week were in the board,

However, when they went 
to their brokers. they found their designs 
frustrated, for all responsible brokers inthe 
city declined to accept any more outside 
business until late financial wrecks had 
been cleared awav. The failures of the

Lonpon, Dec. 4.—[{By Cable.] On the 
opening of the Campbell divorce case to- 
day, Finlay, defendant’s counsel, stated 
that Lord Colin Campbell believed that the 
testimony of Amy Wright, the nurse, that 
Lady Colin, was suffering from disease at 
the time of her marriage, was false.

He fre- 
vived from the shock, and said that in the 
periodgbetweenleaving' the bridge and strik- 
ing in the water he was not conscious. 


DISASTROUS FAILURE, 


A Preminent New England Boot and 
Shoe’ Firm Suspends. 
Boston.{Dec. 4.—| By Western Associated 
Press.| The firm of A. P. Martin & Co., of 
Boston, has§ failed. Thegsenior member or 
the, firm fis Gen. Augustus P. Martin, ex- 
Mayor of Boston, who during the war com- 


-manded a brigade of light artillery, and 


who is one of the most prominent business 
men in New England. The firm carried on 
wholesale and commission boot and shoe 


business, and their establishment and busi- 


ness was probably the most extensive of its 
kind in New England. The members of 
the firm refuse to nake any statement as to 
their assets or liabilities, or the causes -of 
their failure. The liabilities will not ex- 
ceed $400,000, with the assets considerably 
less. The announcement of the 
failure has created a great sensation 
throughout the city. Factories which had 
capacity of poess 1500 pairs of shoes 
per day will closed at once, thus throw- 
ing out of employment some 700 persons. 
In business cireles the failure is regarded 
as ominous. It is known that a depression 
has been seriously felt by the trade, and it 
is argued that if so wise and conservative a 
firm could not stand the pressure the out- 
look for others in the trade is not encourag- 
ing.

Patti has not yet been ap- 
prehended. He took a — locomotive 
on Thursday “— upon the Central Rail- 
road, catching the regular train, which left 
near o hours earlier, his excuse being 
that he wanted to meet Mr. Abbey, who 
was on his way down from El Paso. It is 
understood that the man got off the train 
above San Juan Del Rio, since when no trace 
of him has been found. It is supposed the 
swindler has confederates who will hide 
him till he can get away in safety. 


Our Glorious Climate to the Fore. 
RicuMonp, Dec. 4.—It has been snowing 
steadily but lightly all day, and at this 


hour (11 p.m.) the snow is about four inches 


deep and still falling. 


Mempuis, Dec. 4.—The snowstorm which 
prevailed last night and all of to-day, ex- 
tended about 150 miles south of Memphis.

PROBABLY A TOTAL LOSS. 


Wreck of the Ship Carmarthen 
Castle. 

PoRPLAND (Or.), Dec. 4.—[By the West- 
ern Associated Press.| News has reached 
here that the British bark Carmarthen 
Castle, from Wilmington, Cal., tofPortland, 
in ballast, is wrecked near the mouth of 
Nestucca Bay,’on the Oregon coast, 40"miles 
below the entrance of the Columbia River. 
The first intimation of the wreck was re- 
cevied in the following dispatch to Messrs, 
Wilson & Co., of this city, the consignees, 
from Captain Richards, master of the ves- 
sel: ‘*The Carmarthen Castle shifted her 
position this morning and listed over sea- 
ward. The sea is making a clear breach 
over all the deck. From present appear- 
ances there is no hope to save the ship.”

$38,680.59. That's one reason why it 
takes more money to run the city now 
than it did in 1580. 

In the matter of public schools the 
city has made most marvelous progress. 
All intelligent citizens know what this 
progress has been, and know that as 
schoolhouses, pupils and teachers mul- 
tiply, it takes more money to run the 
schools. The amount paid out of the 
public sehool fund in 1880 was 3$35,- 
082.52; in 1886, $98,486. There's an- 
other reason, of $65,404.41, why it takes 
more coin to run the city now than it 
did in 1880, 

In the little matter of sprinkling the 
| streets there is another point which is 
commended to the Herald's attention. 
As the city has spread out and im- 
proved, the streets demand a multipli- 
cation of sprinkling carts, horses, driv- 
ers, etc. In 1880, when four or five 
carts dawdled about, the annual cost of 
fsprinkling the streets was $3497.44. 
This year, with 18 improved carts, do- 
ing far more active service, it is 3$13,- 
249.47. Another reason—this time a 
of $9752.03—why more muni- 
cipal m@ney is neeeded now than in 1880. 

Then as tothe fire department, the 
following table of its annual cost to the 
city is instructive. For the year end- 


ing 

$24,235.42 


That is to say, the efficient fire de- 
partment we now have, all paid men, is 
costing the city $8000 a year less than 
did the unpaid and undisciplined mob 
under that luminous Democratic states- 
man, Frank Day, then Chief Engineer 
of the fire department. When Council 
purchases—as it soon must purchase— 
| additional fire engines, the cost will 
again exceed that of former years, and 
will doubtless cause the highly honest 
Ilerald to have another spasm. 

It might also be suggested to the 
Herald that there wouldn't have beena 
need for quite so much expense if a 
Democratic city official, to wit, the Tax 
Collector, had not hornswoggled a 
salary running up to $9000 or $10,000 a 
year.

GOVINDA, 


AND THE TROUBLE SHE’S CAUSED 
THE OSTRICH FARM. 


A Unique Complaint and Petition for 
Dissolution of Copartnership—An 
Infelicitous State of Things at Los 
Feliz. 


There was a little ripple of trouble some 
moons ago at the Ostrich Farm, in whicha 
Madrassee named Rammee, or Sammee, or 
some similar complication of the alphabet, 
was mixed up. He soon dropped out of 
sight, and outwardly all was serene and 
lovely on Los Feliz rancl.o; but inwardly 
the Madrassee influence seems to have been 
as aravening wolf. So to speak. 

Yesterday there was filed in the office of 
the County Clerk one of the most unique 
and remarkable documents among. the 
thousands nuw on file there. It is the com- 
plaintina case numbered 5555, wherein 
Charles Jarom Sketchley and Granville P. 
Beauchamp are plaintiffs, and Randolph 
H. Stracey is defendant. — 

The document—which would make, in 
all, about four columns of Tur TimEs—sets 
forth that, December 5, 1885, the three par- 
ties above named entered into a copartner- 
sdip to carry on the business of 
ostrich farming, general farming 
and keeping place’ of public 
resort and entertainment upon a tract con- 
taining about 100 acres, situated in the 
rancho Los Felis.oThe partnership has ever 
since existed, under the name of the Los 
Angeles Ostrich Farm. By the 
agreement entered into, Dr. Sketehley 
had the sole management and control of the 
ostriches, and the general management and 
control of the entire property and business. 
Under the by-laws, part of the land was set 
aside, anda building erected for the enter- 
tainment of visitors. This was stocked with 
liquors, wines, Cigars and eatables. Curi- 
ous foreign and American birds and ani- 
mals were also purchased and kept about 
the place for the amusement of visitors. To 
Stracey was assigned the care of these ani- 
mals, the charge of the restaurant, and the 
reception of visitors. 

The complaint, having set forth the above- 
described facts at several times the above 
length, goes on to allege: 

Phat during the existence of said copart- 
nership there was at the place of business 
of the said firm, and employed in and about 
the dwelling-house occupied by the said 
copartners, as a servant a certain femaie by 
the name of Govinda, a Madrasse by birth 
and nationality, of an extremely unique 
and uncomely physiognomy—vtherwise, in 
the clear and expressive vernacular of the 
Southwest, ‘as homely as a mud fence.’” 

It further sets forth that, by the agree- 
nents entered into, each of the’ partners 
was to devote his whole time and attention 
to the business, and to fostering and fur- 
thering the copartnership's interests; that 
in disregard of these obligations, and with 
the design of injuring the business of the 
copartnership, said Stracey “has openly, 
notoriously and secandalously debauched 
and had illicit intercourse with the female 
servants and employés of said firm, as fol- 
lows, to wit: That on and after the Ist day 
of May, 1886, and during the period of time 
that.the said Madrassee Govinda was so 
employed by the firm as a, household serv- 


ant, he, the said Stragey, on divers 
and various occasions sexual in- 
tercourse with the said Govinda 


and maintained a meretricious connection 
with her on the premises occupied by the 
firm.as their place of business; and the 
said criminal intimacy was well known to 
the other employés of the firm, and was 
talked of and commented upon by them, 
and the said conduct of said defendant be- 
came notorious and scandalous, and the 
knowledge so acquired by the employés 
was extensively disseminated and talked 
about in public, and brought great scandal 
and reproach on the other members of the 
said firm, and was detrimental to its busi- 
ness.’ 

That the said defendants, 
norimg his duty .. . since 
the departure of the said Govinda 
from the premises on various, divers and 
frequent occasions, and more particularly 
on the 26th and 27th days of November, 
1886, debauched and had sexual intercourse 
with one Mrs. Bidwell, she being an em- 
ployé of said firm, and the wife of one Ed- 
ward Bidwell, who is also an employé; that 
said Stracey receives the visits of the said 
Mrs. Bidwell and has criminal intercourse 
with her in his own room, in the house oc- 
cupied by the other members of the said co- 
partnership and their servants. That the 
said Stracey caused the said Bidwell and 
his wife to come from England and to enter 
the service of the tirm with ‘the previously- 
formed inient to employ the husbaiid on 
the premises of the copartnership, and at 
the same time maintain the — wife 
as the concubine and paramour of said 
Stracey. under the cover and cloak of such 
employment. That the fact of her visits 
to his room and the illicit intimacy between 
them is well known to all the other em- 
ployes of the firm and to other persons en- 
gaged in and about the premises. That 
such conduct of defendant is notorious in the 
neighborhood and is being disseminated in 
this city, and is calculated to prevent de- 
cent and reputable persons from visiting 
the Ostrich farm, and had brought the co- 
partnership into great scandal and disre- 
pute. 

That he has wholly neglected the care of 
the animals, and of his duties in general, 
frequently absenting bimself on hunts, and 
leavingthe restaurantiopen, unprotected and 
liable to be robbed. That he is indolent and 
merose, and abuses the employes. That on di- 
vers occasions said Stracey has maliciously, 
With intent to injure the tirm, spread abroad 
false reports about its financial ability, and 
warned merchants in this city not to trust 
the manager of the firm, the said Sketeh- 
ley; and that this was with the deliberate 
design to disrupt and ruin the cepartner- 

‘Lhat said Stracey is greatly addicted to 
the use of intoxicating liquors, and has 
been thereby disqualified from duty a large 
part of the time. | 

“Wherefore plaintiffs pray: 

That paid be dissolved. 

‘2. That an accounting be had between 
the parties. 

“3. That the proceeds be divided after the 
payment of all just debts of said copart- 
nership and the costsof this action between 
the parties hereto, according to their re- 
spective rights. And 

“4. For such other or further relief as may 


further ig- 


be meet and agreeable to equity.’ 

Howard and Robarts are the attorneys for 
the plaintiffs. A copy of the agreement 
inte which the partners entered at the in- 
auguration of the copartnership, is annexed 
to the complaint.

Los ANGELES, Dec. 4.—[To the 
Editor of Tue Times.} <As,a property- 
owner, and one who has the good of 
this city and county at heart, I want to 
call your attention to the proposition 
now on foot, and which seems to be 
nearly consummated, by which it is 
proposed that the city of Los Angeles 
transfer to the Riverside and Santa 
Ana Railroad Company the fund of 
about $6000, contributed by the prop- 


erty owners along the river front for} 


the purpose of constructing a levee 
along the river, and also that the city 
convey to the said company all of its 
lands ‘lying along the river from Mis- 
sion street to the extreme southern 
boundary of the -city, and embracing 
about sixty acres, upon the condition

along the westerly bank of the river. 
Of course ‘no valid objection can be 
urged to the ter upon such con- 
ditions, of the fund contributed by the 
property-owners, not to the granting 
to the Riverside and Santa Ana Rail- 
road Company the right of way over 
the city lands as well as all necessary 
terminal facilities.
